2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686

3, Claims 21 17-2124, 2126-2155 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1687-1690 and 
1694-1721 of copending Application No. 10/128,701. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct fi"om each other because the hydrocarbon formation 
treated by the method of claim 21 17 of this pending application is deemed broad enough to 
encompass or comprise the relatively permeable formation containing heavy hydrocarbons of 
claims 1687 and 1695 of the copending application. 
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Claims 21 18-2124 and 2126-2155 all appear to correspond to or be encompassed overall 
by the claims of the copending '701 application. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
